Prices at the beginning of the 
week had hit a low level of from 
35c to 40c per hamper but a steady 
rise "throughout the week- raised 
the price to am average of about 
85c. The retürns are still below 
normal but indications are that 
the: long-awaited break in the 
market condition has finally come. 
"The beans were miostly of am aver- 
age'to pbor quality. Belle Glade 
continued to top the list of pack-

Armistice Signed! 
20 Years After The. 
esi of World War 


Speaker “` Herman Cites 
Reason Befóre The 
Pahokee Rotes 


Thé Treaty of Versailles did not! 
isignify the end of the World" War! 
— ingtgad "the now historic treaty 
agreement of Murich a few short! 
weeks ago, with its meeting of| 
Chamberlain,- Daladler,, Hitler an4| 
ussolini, marked the actual end 
the conflict. 
This poígnant fact, in the words 
of Dr. Carl N. Herman of West 
Palm Beach, principal speaker at 
the weekly luncheon. meeting of 
the Pahokee Rotary club Thurs- 
day, gives -irrevocable support to 
the reality that Germiany and not 
the Allies won the World War. 
The agreement of the European 
democracies with the dictator na- 
tions at Munich marked the com- 
plete end of the supremacy of dem- 
ocratic government in Europe, Dr. 
Herman went on to say 

It i4 not. popularly aüpposed, 
howcver; said Dr. Herman, but the 
agreement at Munich was the cli 
mak to à series of official shui 
and stagings by the various polj- 
tical Statesmen involved, It ré-i 
sulted in the "sell out,'in the 
words òf Dr. Herman, of the less- 
er democracies of Europe such às 
Czechoslovakia to the totalititian 
governmepts by the so-called pro- 
tector, nations, England, France 
and Russía. 
Dr. Herman suggested that wè 
kecp silent meditation on this 
Armistice day ín remembrance of 
the deeds of valor snd courage of 
20 years ago; He added that it 
was the popular beliet. of tho aver- 
Age Allied soldier of that war that 
he was taking part Jn a struggle 
to preserve the democratic prin- 
ciples of the world. This idealistic, 
principle has been’ proved to have 
been fought for in vain, bowever, 
said Dr. Herman.. Since the war 
the steady trend «has been toward 
the establishment of dictatorships 
and the complete breakdown of 
popular government., Dr. Herman 
continued by summarizing the rise 
of the fascist and communist con- 
trolled governments of Eurppe and 
brought out tbe rear and vital 
views of the opposing forms.of 
governments. ux 
Dr. Herman concluded by. call- 
ing attention to two important 
factors that all in America. shóuld. 
be, constantly aware 'of. The 
‘irst, he said, was the prevalence

Electric Rate For 
Pumping Is Cut For 
Town Belle‘ Glade 


Will Effect Saving ` Of 
. 20 Percent During 
Each Year T 


An important announcement in 

connection with the Immediate re- 
duction of power rate charges for 
the water pumping and citj hall 
activities of Belle Glade was made 
at the regular Wednesday, session 
of the Belle Glade city .commis- 
sion by Forrest D. 2 
offiélal of the Glades branch of 
the Florida Power &nd Light com- 
pany: In explanatloü of the rate 
cut, Mr. Banning said that' the 
reduction was drafted because of 
the general strained "condition of. 
muniéipalities in-Florida because 
Of the decrease in tax revenue 
brought about by the homestead 
exemption law. -, : 
Mr. Banning stated that thé 
total'assessed. valuation of Belle, 
Glade property* amounts to $1. 
015,300 and that approximately 
$243,750 is in the zlassificatíon of. 
homestead, exemption. Thé re- 
sult to the city of' Belle Glade in 
the form of tax income h&s béeh 
the loss in collectable fees of ap- 
proximately $2,900. The present 
tax income equals about $9,200 
yearly, Mr. Banning said. Mr. 
Banning álso stated that the pow- 
er company wiM continue the 
street lighting operations undet 
the griginal agreement and. con, 
tract^without revision óf same.

A large crowd of Belle Glade 
and Pahokee Rotarjans, officials 
of the United States Sugar cor- 
poration, and politicat«figures, in- 
cluding the'Senior United States 
Senator from. Florida, the Hon 
Charles Q. Andrews, attended the 
regular Friday luncheon meeting 
of the Belle Glade Rotary clüb 
last Friday. Senator Andrews was 
ihe honored guest and pfincipal 
speaker. 

Following tlie introduction of 
the many guests, Dr. W. J. Bück 
introduced Senator Añdrews who 
gave an interesting talk on his 
Political views-and aims in ĉon- 
nection with the problems of the 
Everglades region. Senator An- 
drews, began by citing the fact 
that he is a native -Flóri in- 
terested in native problems and 
that his ancestors first. settled in 
this state over 100.years ago. He 
went on to explain his sinceré con- 
cern over the inadequate market- 
ing of béans inthe narth and ex-| 

sed his desireito have the 
huge vegetable surplus of thís dís- 
triet distributed among the many 
relief organizations throughout 
the country. 

He stated his : agreement with 
the president's fact findiríg. com- 
mitte, which recently labeled the 
south as the nütioi 'onomíc 
problem number one, in. one par- 
ticular ^ regard—discrimination in 
the freight rates between the south 
and varaus marketing centers in 
the north. He assured all present 
that’ the Interstate Commerce. 
Commisslon committee of the sen~» 
ate, of which he is a member, 1s 
prepared to.présent n draft for. 
the revisíon of discriminatory 
freight and tariff- "rates between 
the several-sections; 

Senator Andrews further ex- 
platned the attituqe öf di 
Uon against the Florida” sugar. 
cane industry because of the re- 
ciprocál trade agreements between 
Cuba and. the United States by 
Which.Cuba is allowed to export 
vast quántities  of"sugar to the 
United States in return for t 
importation of duty-free industrij1 
products h as automobilek, 
farm, “machinery and tfres e 
stated that the'state of^ Florida 
alone -consumes approximately 
120,000, tòns of cane sugar.. an- 
nually and that the limit"of 50,000 
tons is beth unfair, ànd impracti- 
cal. ` Senator Abdrews added that 
if this state" were allowed to pror 
duce a' normal yield' of the sugar. 
cane it would be almost sufficient 
in amount to feed the entire na- 
tion. Instead of the present re- 
stricted acreage of 15,000, the. 

p area should include at least 
45,000 to 50,000 acres, Senator An- 
drews said. : 

In removing the. governmental 
restrictions on the. local- crop 
acreage, sÀid. Sénator Andrews, 
the Florida bloc' of Congressmen 
is óppósed by ten to thirteen con- 
gressmen from, the 'several beet 


producing states of the west. 
Louisiana, he stated, is the only 
competitor.statg-Ín the domestic 
production of cane sugar. He add- 
ed that it has been and will con- 
tinue to be his chief aim to con- 
tinue his strong representatión for 
this area in congress and also to 
the president. He predicted that 
this area. will "ultimately win out." 

Efforts are also being made to 
amend the reciprocal trade agree- 
ment between the United Statés 
and Cuba especially in the Im- 
portation of tomatoes, The sen- 
ator added that the United States 
has been "a wet nurse to. Cuba 
long enough." Now that we are 
controlled by the wage-hour law, 
we will be forced to compete with 
the Cubán average laborer's wage 
of 50c to. 60c per day- with our 
minimum of 25c per hour, said the 
senator. lt is our purpose to 
maintain our present high stand- 
ard of living, Senator. Andrews 
stated, and under such conditione 
it.is rapidly becoming impossible, 
He stated that. the chief argumeüt 
for a trade agreement with Cuba 
is that the factory employees of 
the north were thus able to. pur- 
chase more of Florida's products as 

result of.the steady exportation. 
of goods to Cuba. This point f 
not essential, however, said Sen- 
ator Andrews; "We want a'new 
and square deal."
